GAOLS. 



A Bill to provide for tlio proper 
management of gaols passed a second 
reading Monday in the Local Legisla- 
ture. The first clause authorizes the 
Superintendent of Police of thf> Pro- 
vince to make rules for the manage 
ment of gaols, and the discipline of po- 
lice. The diet, clothing, employment, 
discipline and correction of persons im- 
prisoned, to be regulated by him. Any 
alteration or amendment he may make 
shall have no force or effect until the 
Lieut.-Governor in Council shall have 
approved of the same. By this clause 
a duty that ought to be discharged by 
legislators is transferred to the Super- 
intendent. By clause 3 the Superin- 
tendent is appointed inspector of pri- 
sons and has power to discharge gaolers. 
Clause 4 authorizes him to impose a 
fine payable ia money, upon any gaoler, 
officer or servant, for any act or negli- 
gence ; the amount of the fine not to 
exceed a month's pay. , There is no 
clause in the Bill to limit his authority. 
The gaoler is not granted permission to 
appeal. The will of the superintendent 
is the law. Human naturo is weak 
and disposed to display all its power; 
and the human nature of a polico olli- 
cev is very like the human naturo of a 
criminal. It will be difficult to find a 
superintendent of polico armed with 
the authority given by this law who 
■will discharge his duty to the satisfac- 
tion of a free people. To pass the bill 
as it is would be very important testi- 
mony in favor of the opinion held by 
those who say "Responsible Govern 
ment is not so good a thing as wn 
hoped to see." To discharge all the 
duties imposed on the superintendent 
by this law it will be necessary to give 
him an assistant and to double his sal- 
ary. In England a law granting such 
power to any man would be regarded 
with suspicion. "When this Bill comes 
Tip for a third reading the power con- 
ferred on the Superintendent should 
be limited. The representatives can 
scarcely permit it to become law in its 
present shape.

Princess Louise at Niagara. — 
Ontario, Jan. 21st. — Their Excellencies 
tho Marquis of Lome and Princess 
Louise arrived hero this afternoon. 
They were accompanied by Lady Mc- 
Namara, Hon. Mr. and Mrs. Moreton, 
Colonel Littleton, Capt, Charter, Hon. 
Charles Harboard and Colonel Gzow- 
ski. Mr. E. J. O'Neill, Superinten- 
dent of the Dominion Police, who al- 
ways accompanies the vice-regal party, 
was also present. An agent of their 
Excellencies arrived here some days 
ago and engaged the entire Prospect 
House. The Marquis' apartment con- 
sisted of a bed-room, a dressing-room 
and a bath-room, the apartments being 
exquisitely fitted up and the walls and 
tables adorned with flowers. An ex- 
cellent luncheon was provided, after 
which the party went out for a walk 
at the suggestion of the Princess, who 
is an enthusiastic pedestrienne. The 
course was from the Prospect House 
south to the falls. The party halted 
at the tower erected for the Prince of 
"Wales in 1860 to enable him to have 
an extended view of the rapids and 
falls. The Princess expressed a desire 
to ascend the stairway, but the Mar- 
quis found tho door locked. They then 
proceeded on the road, from tho emin- 
ences of which the party had a splendid 
view of tho river. They then diverged 
into the Chippewa road, the Princess 
leading the party. After a walk 
about five miles, in which thcPrimcess 
pressed the walkers to their utmost, 
they arrived at the hotel. The Prin- 
cess was attired in a black dress, black- 
velvet jacket with fur trimming, fur 
mits, and carrying n black walking 
Btick with a silver head. Lady Mac- 
namara was similarly attired, also car- 
rying a walking-stick. Tho gentlemen 
were attired in Bed River overcoats, 
with hoods and fur caps. The Prin- 
cess succeeded in seriously tiring the 
remainder of the party. They will re- 
main here until Friday. To-morrow 
they will breakfast at 9 o'clock, and af- 
terward, under the guidance of David 
Isaacs, tho proprietor of the Prospect 
House, they will visit the different 
points of interest. — N. Y. World.

A 
scheme has been drawn up, according 
to which the expense of construction 
would be about £ -100,000, the estimat- 
ed annual revenue £40,000, and the 
working expenses £5,000. 

Vanity Fair says that the Prince 
and Princess of Wales aro living quite 
in retirement at Sandringham, sur- 
rounded by their children. Those who 
know the Prince best say that no sor- 
row has ever so deeply affected him aa 
the loss of his favorite sister. 

An Act which came into operation 
on New Year's Day renders it illegal 
to use a thrashing machine without a 
drum-guard. Man) terrible accidents 
have occurred through men falling in- 
to or being drawn into tho drums 
of 'machines, and tlie Act, says the 
Leeds Mercury, has been passed none 
too soon. 

The death of Lord Twueddalo i3 
likely to raise a question of considera- 
ble nicoty with regard to the peerage, 
for it appears that Lady Tweeddale has 
for some tinio had prospects of an heir. 
It would seem therefore that Lord 
William Hay will not take the title of 
Tweeddale until the efflux of time shall 
have settled the question whether tho 
late Lord Tweeddale will not be suc- 
ceeded by a son of his own. His wid- 
ow was Miss Mackenzie, of Seaforth, 
and became Lord Tweeddale'a second 
wife in 1873. 

The convict Benson, who in now at 
Portsmouth, has petitioned for a re- 
mission of his sentence on the ground 
of the services he rendered in hrmging 
the detectives to justice. The Tich- 
boi-ne claimant is now at work in the 
brickfields at Portsmouth Dockyard 
extension works. 

It is rumored, says tho Echo, that 
Mr. Tom Taylor is about to retire from 
the editorship of Punch, and that Mr. 
F. C. Burnand will probably succeed 
him. 

By a majority of 22 to 12, the Edin- 
burgh U. P. Presbytery have agreed to 
recommend to tho Synod that marriage 
with a deceased wife's sister be no 
longer a bar to membership in the 
United Presbyterian Church. 

The London correspondent of the 
Liverpool Courier says tho Liberals 
are trading on their popular distress, 
and grossly exaggerating it for political 
ends. The budget of tho Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, however, has dis- 
proved their pretences, and people are 
now becoming somewhat incredulous 
as to the accuracy of the statements 
about the distress in the country. 

In the forthcoming number of Social 
Notes there will be an article on the 
late Princess Alice from the pen of Mr. 
Theodore Martin. The article will be 
interesting not only because of some 
special information relative to the 
career of the lamented Princess, but 
also from the fact that .tho Queen her- 
self has taken a deep interest in the 
paper, and has revised it with her own 
hand.

The- Eoavy Pall of Snow 

Recalls the frightful experience of the 
the winter of 1801 and 1SG2. FraBor 
River closed at its mouth on tho Oth of 
January, 1802, and tho cold being intense 
it remained closed for more than two 
months. Snow fell to tho depth of threo 
feet on tho level in this tovrn, and thero 
were drifts ten and twelve feet high in the 
streets. In tho country tho storm was 
severely felt. In forests along tho coast 
the snow lingered till April. Farming on 
the Island was then in its infancy, and 
farmors and stockgrowers, being now to 
tho country, woro unprepared with fodder 
to sustain their aniinala, which had been 
accustomed to pick up thoir own living 
during previous winters, The consequence 
was that hundreds of hoad of cattle died 
on the Saanich peninsula and in Nanaimo 
district — which were tho only settled dis- 
tricts on tho coast. It was pitiful to see 
tho poor animals starving to death within 
five miles of Victoria where hay was sell- 
ing at ?50 a ton. California, in the samo 
year, Buffered from a hard winter. Tho 
Sacramento River overflowed its banks. 
The town of Sacramento was Hooded and 
nearly tho wholo population was reduced 
from affluence to poverty. Wo boliove tho 
farmora on this Island are now well provided 
with feed for their stock, and that tho 
disastrous lesson of that memorable win- 
ter Boventeon years ago need not bo re- 
peated.

A Foaxful Snow-Stona. 



A north-east storm of wind and enow 
set in on Monday night and continued 
throughout yesterday with a violence that 
has been happily unexampled since Nov- 
ember, 1875.

Unpleasant 
as the effects of this snow visitation may 
prove in tho towns, it is feared that they 
may provo disastrous in some parts of tho 
country where the live stock is numorous 
and the supply of fodder is light.

Australia and New Zealand. 

We have dates from the Australian 
provinces to Jan. 2nd : 

Piercy Gibson and Rev. Edmund 
Dixson, two well-known citizens of 
Sydney, ara deceased. 

Tho Company's efforts to bring 300 
Chinamen here from Hongkong have 
received a temporary check by the total 
wreck of the Mecca, the steamer which 
was conveying the Chinese to Sydney. 
She was lost on a two-fathom patch, off 
Ipilia Reef, three miles from Thursday 
Island, in Torres Straits : but the crew 
and the Chinese were sa.-ed. 

Out of the seamen's strike has arisen 
a widespread agitation for legislation 
on the subject of Chinese importation 
and immigration. A monster meeting 
has been held at Hyde Park, and me- 
morials prepared asking for prohibitory 
legislation on the subject. The Gov- 
ernment lias promised to take active 
measures on the subject. 

The railroad from Dunolly to St. Ar- 
naud was opened on December 23d. 

Sir George Grey turned the first sod 
of the Thames and Wikato Railway on 
December 23d. At a banquet he said 
tho Government intends to introduce a 
reform bill next session that will abol- 
ish pocket boroughs and plural voting, 
establish triennial Parliaments, and 
confer the right of appealing to the 
country. 

The prospects for the crops are good. 
The reports from tho pastoral districts 
aro excellent. 

Gunga's Noumean News states that a 
friendly tribe have killed and eaton a 
party of fifteen of the rebels in New 
Caledonia. 

The Kelly gang, who murdered three 
constables in New South Wales lately, 
aro still at large. 

Phylloxera has appeared in tho Goo- 
long vineyards, Victoria. 

Sir Henry Parkes has formed a new 
ministry in Now South Wales. A min- 
isterial crisis has also occurred in Tas- 
mania. 

The Australian oleven (cricketers) 
wcro well received in Adelaide 

The Dunedin (New Zealand) Society 
of Carpenters and Joiners recently 
passed the following resolution on tho 
Chineso question: That the Dunedin 
branch of the Amalgamated Society of 
Carpenters and Joiners view with alarm 
the continued influx of Chinese, and 
heartily co-operate with our fellow men 
in Wellington to put a stop to it, and 
that £50 per head bo imposed on all 



with a capital of half a million pounds 
sterling, to carry on copper mining in 
Newfoundland on a more extensive 
scale than formerly. There are but 
seven shareholders and tho bulk of the 
stock is held by Mr. Ellershausen, as 
managing partner, and Messrs. Dick- 
son it McKenzie, of Glasgow. The 
new mines are considered ahead of all 
others for quantity and quality of oro. 
At Bets' Covo a great extension of the 
smelting operations has been carried 
out, and six new cupola furnaces have 
been completed. In future the poorer 
ores will all bo smelted, and the best 
exported in 'the natural stato. 

The steamship Curlew, from New- 
foundland, brings very unsatisfactory 
information touching tho fishery opera- 
tions on the west coast. So far tho 
herring fishery has been a complete 
failure, and little more can be said of 
the catches of codfish so far secured. A 
letter from Piacentia Bay, dated 29th, 
says : — " Fish and herrings aro both 
very scarce. The latter have not yet 
struck in, and many of the fishormon 
uro consequently in a state of starva- 
tion." 



Canada. 

Moncton, N. B., Jan. 23. — Amnio 
Parker was arrested hero last night by 
deputy sheriff Peters on a charge of 
perjury in connection with hor evidence 
at the 0.-.borne trial. Annie camo hero 
from Dorchester on Tuesday and has 
been stopping witli Mrs. Timothy Mc- 
Carthy. The Osbornes arrived the day 
before. The general public thought 
that all proceedings at law had 
ceased, and it was only known to a few 
that tho Osbornes intended taking this 
step. The warrant was issued by sti- 
pendiary magistrate Wartman at the 
instance of John and Eliza Osborne, 
and the examination was held this 
morning at 1 1 o'clock.

Tho friends of gas will rejoico at the 
facts given at a highly interesting lect- 
uro at the Royal Chemical Society by 
Mr. T. Wills, on the products of com- 
bustion of tho electric light. Hitherto 
it has been supposed that the electric 
light, giving out neither carbonic acid 
nor sulphur, would possess an advantage 
ov?r gas, as it would not damage gild- 
ing, books, furniture, etc. Mr. Wills 
has, however, discovered that the in- 
tense heat of the electric arc decompos- 
es the oxygen and nitrogen of the air 
and produces nitric acid — a far moro 
destructive agent than carbouic acid. 
The experiments went to prove that an 
electric light will produce at least ten 
grains of this acid per hour. Mr. Wills 
is going to undertake further experi- 
ments, and more precise results may 
be obtained, but enough has been done 
to provo that the electric light is by no 
means devoid of drawbacks in the way 
of products deleterious to health and 
destructive to metals of all kinds.
